Muddy Banks Come to tne Top. 


Blv«r Falling About an Inch an Hoar and

What Some of the Flood to8»«» Will

Onco more it is possible to discern 


that the Ohio river has bauks between 
which flows a beautifnl golden stream 
with some attempt at decorum and 
regularity. 
As the desert 
wanderer 


yearns 
for 
the mountains. BO the 


flooded dweller along the Ohio has 
beeu 
Bighing for 
another 
glimpse 


of 
the 
banks 
of 
that baautifnl 


stream. 
Muddy, 
treacherous banks 


they 
are, 
but 
for 
Jail 
that, 


they are accorded a royal welcome. 
Tho old stream does uot take such tan- 
trums very often, and we can easily 
forgive an occasional frolic. Ports- 
mouth, more fortunate than many of 
the other river towns, comes out of 
the water smiling. We are uot heavy 
fiuilereis, compared with others, and 
for this we ought to be thankful. 


Front streot is out high and dry, and 


the merchants along that thoroughfare 
went about their business today with ac- 
customed regularity. The river lias not 
been fulling very fast, at no time more 
than an inch an hour, which is about 
the rate this afternoon. 
For two 


hours Friday evening, between seven 
and nine o'clock, it was on a stand 
still. 
This was due' to the Pittb'oarg 


rise reaching here. 
It caused sumo 


little unnecessary alarm. There is still 
a stage of Ufr.y-fivo feet and more. 
By 


tomorrow it is calculated that r'ae river 
will be on the rupicl decline. 


Third street water is pwng down 


slowly. 
It is still nearly a foot higher 


than the river. 
Euginoor Bratt and a 


force of men started in Friday even- 
ing to dig a tronnh out Madison street, 
connecting the Third street water with 
the Scioto river. There is only a dis- 
tance of Hume two hundred foot separ- 
ating the bodies of water. This is sup- 
posed to drain Third street and is about 
the only relief in Bight. 
There will bo 


pools of stagnant rund standing on 
Third street for weeks to come, unless 
other steps aro taken to free the flood. 
It will take months for the volume of 
water now standing on Third and Fourth 
atrtiete to souk through the disabled 
sewer. 
All water above North Waller 


•will have littlo trouble in getting out 
through the Mill street sewer. 


Aa To Uiim»Ke. 


The city is a heavy losor by the high 


water. 
The full extent of tho damage 


dono SK just now coming to light, and 
it will bo Eoveiul days before any esti- 
mate of the total loss can bo made 
Front street is in bad shape. 
Grout 


holes aro washed in it, and it will take 
an immense amount of work to put it 
in shape again. 
The sidewalk is alio 


damaged in many places and it will be 
necessary to lay almost entire now 
pavements from Market streot down. 
Tho city will be at a great expense to 
get the sowers in shape again, as every 
one iu town has boon more or less dam- 
aged. Tho new Sixth street sower ia in 
awfui shape. 
Tho ground had not set- 


tled firmly about it ami the rush of 
water lias caused it to wasii and settle 
more or loss its entire length. 
It 


will cost as much, or mere, to get it 
iu fib ape as the repairs to the Third 
street sower. 
Upper Third street will 


most 
likely Lo found badly washed 


when the water goes down. 


Tho Portsmouth Fire Brick do. is 


perhaps the heaviest business loser in 
town. 
A kiln of brick, just ready for 


fireing, was melted down, and other 
kilns partly burnod 
wore 
entirely 


ruined. 
Tboir loss will reach fully 


S3,000. 


Very littlo damage to residences in 


the Hooded district have been reported. 
Ohas. Craiginiloa' residence, on Wash- 
ington street, is damaged considerably, 
the walls having spread out, duo to tho 
heavy weight on tho second story. 
Tho cellar walls gave way, causing a 
chiuuuw to full at a house belonging 


to E. J. Kenrick, at 18 East Fourth 
street, and occupied by E. E. Pettm- 
gall, of the Singer Sewing machine 
office. 
Tho furniture in the house was 


badly damaged. 
Tho floor 
in 
the 


Wertz building, on Ohillicothe street, 
occupied by Sunford, Varner & Co., 
was bowed up in the middle, but set- 
tled downjagain, and with a little car- 
penter work will be all right again. 


The lumber men got off easy. Lset 


& Co. worked day and night to hold 
their immense stacks of lumber from 
going out and were successful to a flat- 
ting degree.

Gil- 
bert & Oj. moved more stock than any- 
one elso, over forty carloads being 
moved over onto Second street. 
They 


will uot move back -until the store 
dries out considerably. 
This is a mat- 


ter that some of the others should re- 
member. 
The re-noval of stock into

For persons of ma- 


ture years, who desire to increase their 
learning power, there are short courses, 
with low requirements for admission. 
It is the intention of the universtiy to 
serve the entire state and to make 
good, as far as possible, the educational 
short-coming of any who desire to 
secure its advantages. 


The University is the only institu- 


tion in the country which gives a full 
course in clay-working and ceramics.
